After atealing a horse and buggy b^ 
longing to William Brown, who cofi- 
ducta a butcher shop on the North Si<je 
in Waukegan, two thieves drove the 
animal from Fox Lake all the way to 
Wadsworth, a distance of 20 miles atid 
then abandoned it, doubtless becauae 
they feared arrest. The theft occurreii 
Sunday night about 8:30 o'clock but the 
horse and buggy was not discovered- 
uhtil Monday afternoon, when the an* 
imal waa discovered eating grass by the 
roadside. 

Brown had driven to Fox Lake and 
had left the horse hitched to a tree. 
He returned about an hour later and 
found that the rig had disappeared. He 
made sure first that there was no mis- 
take about the place where he had tied 
the animal. Then he called up Sheriff 
Green and the Waukegan police and 
enlisted their aid. In a remarkably 
short time the police of every city and 
town In Lake county for some distance 
along the north shore were apprised of 
the theft and were asked to be on the 
lookout for the robbers. 

In the meantime Brown lost no time 
in getting after the thieves. Swcuring 
an automobile he proceeded to run 
down a clue which indicated that the 
thieves had driven to Ingleaide. He 
stopped"^ at Jackson's saloon in that 
place and sure enough, learned tipat the 
thieves had stopped there with his rig 
an hour before. 

The attention of tho bartender of the 
saloon was attracted to the two thieves 
in a rather peculiar manner. While 
the two men were in the saloon an 
automobilist stopped and inquired the 
road to McHenry. The men gave him 
the wrong direction and after he had 
left laughed heartily as if they consid- 
ered it the best kind of a joke. The 
bartender then became someWhat sus* 
picious and watched them closely. He 
also noted the horse they were driving 
and was able to identify It aa Brown's 
horse when the latter described Itlater. 

It was impossible to follow the trail 
of the men after they left this aaloon 
and after many werry hours' search the 
chase was abandoned. It would been 
practicallv impossible for the thieves to 
have got outside of the county because 
of all the different police forces on the 
watch. 

Later— Stanley Wirji:ik of North Chi- 
cago, died intneJune McAlIster hos- 
pital Wednesday afternoon as the re- 
sult of a bullet wound in his chest in- 
fiicted by Stanley Neberawski, a neigh- 
bor who mistook Wirjclk, for a chicken 
thief lost Saturday night. No hope for 
the injured man's recovery were ex- 
tended, even from the first. He had 
been unconscious for a few hours pre- 
ceeding death and died without regain- 
ing his senses. His' wife and several 
of his friends wer^ at his bedside when 
he passed away, } —

PITCHED FROM HIS WAGON 

An Operation failed lo Save Joseph Blanch* 
ard Owner of Arcadia farm 

Joaeph Blanchard, 55 years old, 
manoger of the Arcadio Farm, formerly 
Known as the Upton Farm, About two 
miles southwest of North Chicago on 
the Green Bay road, died In the Jane 
McAiistcr hosiptal Friday afternoon as 
the result of Injuries sustained earlier 
In the day when he was thrown from a 
wagon and landed upon his head in tho 
roadbed. The body has been shipped 
to his home in Genesee, Wis., where he 
has three brothers. Blachard had held 
his position on the' Arlcadia farm for the 
last four years. 

On Friday forenoon he was driving to 
North Chicago from the farm with a 
load of milk. The horsea became 
frightened at a steam roller that was 
passing and shying to one side jerk* 
ed the wheels of wagon over a large 
rock at the aide of the road. The jar 
sent Blanchard from hla seat and he 
landed head first.In the road. 

The accident happened almost in front 
of the summer home of Charles Dewy 
of Chicago. Dewy rushed out and 
found Blanchard unconscious. Quickly 
procuring his automobile he placed the 
irijuned man inside and drove witb aU 
possible speed to the Waukegan hos- 
pital. 

An examination caused surgeons to 
declare that the- only chance to save the 
man's life waa by remdVing a clo( of 
blood from the brain. So serious waa 
the vitim's condition that he died upon 
the operating table while the. operation 
was In progress.

Torty-FWc Conv'c s form Jotlet Have Start- 
ed Work on Road Near Dixon 

Forty five convicts from the Illinois 
penitentiary in Joliet began road work 
near Dixon Tuesday, under an , honor 
system established by Edmund M. Allen 
warden of the penitentiary. 

The convicts will be ungarded ex- 
cept by Superintendeift T. F. Keegan, 
in charge of the work and a night 
watchman.. 

"They will do a fine bit of work," 
said Warden Allan. .**The road- upon 
which they will work necessitates a big 
cut in a hill and is thoroughfare gener- 
ally used by ^automobiles. There will 
be no 'gnards over the men, and when 
the work is completetl forty five con- 
victs will be ready to return to the 
prison.'.' 

The convicts left the penitentiary in 
a special carat five o'clock Wednes- 
day morning and went to Dixon by the 
way of Aurora. A carload of provis- 
ions reached the c^mp Monday. Tents 
and other impediments of outdoor life 
have been put Into position. 

When the convicts reached the camp 
they were given a midday meal and 
marched .to the hill through which the 
new road will be cut. 

For a portion of its length the road 
will lead through a tract of heavy tim- 
ber, but Warden Allen says he has no 
fear that attempts will be made by the 
men to escape. 

JOSEPH MOUDRY 
HURT IN 
AUTO ACCIDENT 

Joseph Moudry; manager of the Cali- 
fornia Ice company's house at Luke 
Marie, together with his wife and 
brother-in-law and his wife and daugh- 
ter figured in an automobile accident In 
which one life was lost and the four 
other occupants of the car were more 
or less injured. 

The accident occurred Monday after- 
noon while the party was enroute from 
Algonquin to their homes in Chicago. 
As near as .can be learned Moudry was 
at the wheel, when suddenly something 
abo^t the machine snapped and tho big jt^ii w/ 
car went burling down a steep bank. ""'•■* 
Moudry and his brother-in-law, Mr. 
Nemec were pinned under the car, Mrs. 
Nemec succeeded in liberating Mon- 
dry, but was unable to extricate her 
husband, who slowly choked to death 
while she bravely fought to free him. 
Mrs. Mondry was bruised about the 
head and body. Mrs. Nemec and her 
daughter deceived minor injuries. 

Moudry- will recover. 



School trustees in districts of Lake 
county where there are no high schools 
will bond in their resignations next 
week unless bounty and state author- 
ities straighten out the tangle which 
has resulted from the Illinois Legisla- 
ture's ayatem of passing half consider- 
ed bills. 

Under the terms of a bill passed dur- 
ing the latest session the trustees are 
compelled to pay the tuition of their 
graduates who may care to attend high 
school. Although this means an in- 
crease of about 5 per cent in their ex- 
penditures, no provision has been made 
by the legislature empowering the 
trustees to levy an additional tax in 
order to raise the required funds. Un- 
der the tax law of the state the revenue 
thus derived is barely sufficient to main- 
tain the school and pay current ex- 
penses In connection with the system 
heretofore in operation. 

The school trustees, under the law 
are personally liable for any money 
th^y spend above the regular revenue 
collected for the legal taxes. The ques- 
tion they are now putting up to their 
superiors is how are they to obey the 
hew law; which compels them to par 
the extra tuition and still refrain U-om 
violating that section which forbids 
them from contracting expenditures 
beyond a certain limit. 
' Up to the present time the author- 
ities have been unable to advise the 
trustees as to the correct interpreta- 
tion of the new law. Mr. Francis B. 
Blair, state superintendent of pubUc 
Instruction, answers a query as to the 
new law in this manner. 

"When a pupil is transferred, ac- 
cording to the provision of this act, 
the tuition is paid by the district in 
which the pupil resides from the dis- 
trict school funds." 

The query of the trustees as to the 
method of raising the additional funds 
was not mentioned in Mr. Blair's letter. 
T. A. Simpson, County Superintendent 
of schools, and the Lake County State's 
Attorney's office are as much in the 
dark on this point as'are the trustees. 

In Shields, B»nton and Warren town* 
ships, .where the schools reopen soon, 
the trustees wilt be compelled by law 
to stand responsible for the expendi- 
ture of more than $1,465.50, the sum 
paid in tuitions to the Waukegan Town- 
ship high school board, for the students 
who are sent in from North Chicago, 
Lake Dluff, Gurnee and Zion City who 
attend the Waukegan school. 

According to the^trustees of these 
townships they have not enough money 
on hand to maintain the school system 
now In vogue and they ore levying 
taxes to the limit. 

Even with their proportion 
general state school fund they

Directors of the Milk Producers' as- 
sociation at a meeting held in Chicago 
Tuesday decided to demand an average 
price of51.92i per hundred for mii^ 
during the six winter months.

The schedule 
of prices that will be demanded by the 
producers is here given: October— 
$1.85;November7-$1.95; December— $2; 
January— $2; February— $1.95; March— 

$1.85. This is for milk delivered at 
factories, an entirely different scale 
having been decided upon for shippers. 
The quality was baaed upon 3.5 per 
cent butter fat with 4 cents premium 
for each tenth exceeding, and a similar 
penalty for each tenth below that 
point, which waa adopted as standard.

The driver, accompanied by hla 
meehaniclan, was taken to tho bos- 
pltnl. whory It was aald his burns were 
trivial and that exhaustion from the 
long grind was the principal thing for 
which the physicians were treating 
him.

DURING FIRE PANIC AT DOCK.

Summoned From Hobokcn and 
Boat Is Saved— Second Offlcer 
Perishes Fighting Flames. 



Now York, Aug. 30.— Tho world's 
biggest liner, Imperator, was afiro for 
more than four hours Thursday. 
Alone In tho depths of tho ship, fight- 
Ing tho flro single handed, the second 
officer, Karl Gobrecht, lost his life. 
Most of tho ship's provisions wore de- 
stroyed, but In spite of the flre, It 
Balled Saturday morning as scheduled, 
and the thousands aboard could hard- 
ly aoe a trace of the desperate flre 
battle. 

Second Omcor Herman GobrechU 
who lod the crew Into tho hold to 
fight tho flamoB, was cut off from his 
men, enveloped In a cloud of smokb 
'and suffocated. His body was found 
an hour afterward, untouched by flro, 
and brought ashore. Otto Stumpf, a 
seaman, who went with Gobrecht, was 
revived at a hospital. 

A fleet of flre fighting craft, aug 
mented by apparatus on shore, sur- 
rounded the ship and poured tons of 
water Into Us hold. -When tho flre 
was checked, the great vessel had 
listed 15 degrees. ' 

Tho passengers In the steerage, 
aroused from their sleep by the crack- 
ling of tho flames, rushed, panic- 
stricken, for the pier. Most of them 
spent several hours, huddled In dla- 
comfort, at tho shore end of the pier. 
The great ship was dark with all 
on board asleep save tho offlcora on 
watch, when smoke, ascending from 
the provision room, caused the sound- 
ing of a quiet alarm. Flro by that 
time was heard in tho steerage. 
Coramodoro nuessor, commander of 
tho vessel, was among the flrst to re- 
spond. One thousand, one hundred 
and eighty members of the crow were 
In their places within a minute. 

For three-quarters of an hour they 
fought tho flro with only the Impera- 
tor-s own apparatus. Then, despair- 
ing of success, tho Hoboken flre de- 
partment was notified and a general

injury.

In tho fifth lap Clyde Donovan, driv- 
ing the "whiskbroom." about 200 yards 
In advance of tho Mercer No. 2, feeling 
his right front wheel givo w^. after 
swerving to avoid striking a boy, 
turned into the outside fence to avoid 
blocking the track. The wreck of tho 
fence fell back onto the track, in tho 
path of the succeeding cars 

Aurora. III.. Sept 3.— In kn automo- 
bile crash resulting from an attempt 
to save the life of a speeding motor- 
cyclist Helen Gardner, tho eighteen- 
year-old daughter of David Gardner, a 
wealthy Aurora (III.) reai estate man, 
was killed on Monday, while three oth- 
er members of tho family probably 
wero fatally injured. 

Tho accident occurred on tho St 
Charlee turnpike between Elgin and 
Aurora, near tho Fox river.

These 
are probably among the wild genera} 
charges which It Is now the order 
cf the day to bring against everything 
and even-body. Mothers have always 
been among the beat things going,

are no different from those who have 
lireceded them and those who will suo- 
'Ceed them. It will take more than the 
latest faflhlons In criticism to unde^ 
mine the populnrh>- of mothers. 



As an organUed art, city planning 
U a new thing. It had Its birth In 
the last generation, when mills, fae- 
torlea, and workshops threatened with 
extinction the life, healih. and beauty 
of the towns, writes Frederick 0. 
Howe la Harper's Magazine. Uke th« 
city lUelf. It Is a product of the In- 
dustrial revolntioo. K Is a by-product 
of machine Indastry and steam trans- 
portation. IndlvMnal rulers planned 
caplUI eJUes In ancient Babylon, 
Greece, and Ron»e, as did the mei^ 
chant princes of the medieval Italian 
aad Hanseatlc towns. Paris was 
planned In a oommanding way by 
Louis XIV., who laid Us present 
foundations. The first and third Na- 
poleons projected great boulerards 
and STOnuos. boauUHed the banks of 
the Bolne with embankments and 
bridges, erected rooauments, arches, 
and open spaces, and made Paris the 
capital of the modem world. The 
kings of Bavaria and Saxony laid out 
Munich and Dresden In the same big- 
vudooed way. 

These cities were the Individual 
creations of amblUous rulers, eager 
to give expression to their power. 
Modem city planning Is a democratic 
movement, althoogh It found Its first 
organised expression In monarchical 
0«nnany, In which country, in a few 
years' Ume, It has attained the rank 
o'» profession. Today there Is 
acarcely a large town In Germany that 
la not ebing bollt according to an 
offlclal plan, worked out by experU 
trained to the profession and often 
after compeUtlon. They plan the city 
from center to drcutnference, and for 
future generaUons rather than for to- 
day.

N the third act of a play 
produced some time ago 
before a critical New 
York audience a fussy old 
bachelor decided to dash 
out into the cold night air 
.o ..^.-«. ill a noble act. As he rushes 
off the stage he cries: "Where Is my 
bhuwl? Where is my shawl? I 
can't go out without n shawl. Ahl" 
The "Ali:" indicates his satisfaction 
at finding the deijired article. Then 
he leaves the stage. 

At one [lerforuianco of the play the 
property man neglected to put tho 
bliawl ill its proper place, and when 
the bachelor uttered the word "Ahl" 
hti was embarrassed to lind that there 
was nu shawl in sight. He cast a 
hast)' glance about him, hoping that it 
might be lound, but atler what must 
Lave been to him a long and painful 
wait he turned up his coat collar, and 
bO wtnt out to brave the storm. 

Now this hitch in the performance, 
apparent as it was. remained unde- 
tected by all but two or three In the 
large audience. The other speciaiors 
showed no sign of suspecting that 
something had gone wrong, even when 
the bachelor returned later with 
the shawl around ais shoulders. 
Such hitches occur often enough 
iu the bt:st managed plays, yet per- 
haps only one peraoa in 50o ever de- 
tects them. 

It would be a mistake to conclude 
from this that audiences, however 
critical they may be, are \inob- 
servant. It is a case not of lack of 
power of observation but of an over- 
Lbundanct of faith. The fact is that 
they have become so accustomed to 
absolute penection In the produc- 
Ucn of plays that it seems almost in- 
coucelviitiie to tbem tnat an actor 
bhould be found wanting or that the 
kUiOOthnesa ol a perlormance should 
be hiuuered by human fallibility. 

This laith in the absolute penection 
of the uiiicninery of the theater has 
resulted in a delicate but powerful 
lorm 01 tyranny wh:i;h hari, unknown 
10 the audiences that exercise it. 
caused pain and terror and grief 
innumerable perlormers. Slaves of \ 
this rfcJeaUesb" tyranny, ihey have I 
been compelled to appear as usual in ; 
tpite of tragedies and ailments un- '■ 
subpecied by the pubhc. Sometimes ^ 
the circumstacceB have been tragic ■ 
and at times they have been rather ! 
comical. 

Ixtst summer Jack Norworth, the 
hUEbaud of Nora Bayes, was taken 
seriously ill and the doctors sent 
him off to Europe In haste. While her 
husband was racing with death across 
the Btas Nora Bayes was obliged to 
go on with her performance at the 
New Brighton theater, where the pair 
liad been appearing. When seen by 
the writer a few minutes before her 
act she was almost In a state of col- 
lapse from anxiety and grief. Her 
hair was dishevelled, her eyes were 
red with crying, and she seemed a 
wreck. A few minutes later she ap- 
peared before the audience, gayly be- 
decked and smiling as though she 
vcr© the happiest woman In the world.

ence knew about her husband's con 
ditlon and sympathized with her, be- 
ing aware of how attached to each 
other they were. Yet she was per- 
mitted to go on with her act. 

In the al'-^ence of her husband, the 
original act bad to be abandoned, anl 
Miss Bayes called upon the audience 
to name an; tong they might like h^r 
to sing. Somi! one called for a popu- 
lar melody. Miss ,Bayes hesitated. 
The tears gathered In her eyes.

Another sons was called for. Again 
the eyes of Miss Bayes tilled with 
tears, and' the/ cp.ine so freely this 
time that she *«jad to turn her back 
on the audience. 

"I can't sing that without my dar- 
t ling, either," she stammered. 

It was evident that she was in no 
condition to go on with her perform- 
ance. Yet she continued to the end. It 
seemed cruel to allow her to go on. but 
the audience had to be served. Miss 
Baj'es would no doubt have preferred 
to cancel her engagement and remain 
by the side of her sick husband, but 
the tyranny of the audience was not 
a thing to be trilled with. They had 
come irom all parts of the city to see 
Miss Bayes and they must not be 
disappointed. It is one of the unpleas- 
ant duties of managers to enforce this 
rule. 

The point of this episode Is some- 
what weakened by later events. Includ- 
ing the separation of Nora Bayea and 
her husband, but the fact remains 
that the incident Is a good Illustration 
of what actors and actressea have to 
go through to serve the tyrant 
known as the public. 

Laurette Taylor, who has scored h 
success In "Peg o'My Heart," was the 
victim of an odd experience when she 
was appearing at the Maxine Elliott 
theater In "The Bird of Paradise." 
One evening, a little while before the 
rise, of the curtain, she received a 
nate warning her that she had only 
live weeks to live. It was signed 
with a skull and crossbonea. Miss 
Taylor was alarmed by the lone of 



tho note and became hysterical. How- 
ever, she received her cue and brac- 
ing herself she made her way to tho 
stage. 

In the arst net of this play Miss 
Taylor had a little speech In which' 
she said: "Why should I be a prin- 
cess? I want to live, to swim, to run, 
to play; I want to live, live, live!" 
Miss Taylor remembered the note she 
had received Ihieatening her lite. She 
became terrihed again and her speech 
emphasizing her wish to live became 
so hysterical that It was necessary for 
her to rush off the stage. The man- 
ager came out promptly, and, not 
knowing what explanation to give, 
said that Miss Taylor had been seized 
with an attack of ptomaine poison- 
ing. 

After some delay the performance 
waa continued, in the last act Miss 
Taylor was to climb up a mountain 
and jump Into a burning pit. When 
she reached the top of the incline on 
this occasion she was once more over- 
come by the terror of impending 
death, and ran back in full view of 
the audience. 

For more than a fortnight Miss Tay- 
lor w'as in a nervous condition. One 
evening during the play a man arose 
to lake off his overcoat. Miss Taylor, 
thinking It might be the writer of the 
mysterious note, screamed. On an- 
other occasion a small bull rolling 
onto the stage from behind the wings 
set her in a panic. 

Mme. Frances Alda was attacked 
with appendicitis several seasons ago 
during a performance of "Othello." 
She was seized in the first act, but- 
went through the entire performance 
bravely. When the curtain went down 
on the last act she was rushed to the 
"hospital and an operation waa per- 
formed without delay. 

Whatever terrors such contingen- 
cies have for most actors and actress- 
es they seem to Margaret illlng- 
ton only trilles compared with 
a greater problem which public 
performers have to face. .She un- 
derrates the inconvenience of physical 
disability and emphasizes the danger 
of temporary spiritual or mental un- 
fitness. There is a great source of 
danger to the artist and to dramatic 
art, she thinks, In tho common prac- 
tice of allowing stars to play a single 
role eight times a week and for as 
many performances as the public will 
patronize, without considering wheth- 
er the actor or actress Is In the mood 
or condition to offer the public the 
best that la In her. 

This practice "of working a single 
play and a single actor to death" la 
one of the dangers threatening the life 
of the American theater, she Insists. 
This condition can be Improved only 
by training spoiled American audi- 
ences to the point where tliey. will 
bo prepared to see a star role' Inter- 
rupted by any good artist, whether 
named on the program or not.

Tho circum- 
stances are now, Tho lejectlon of our 
friendship makes them new- and will 
Inevitably bring Its own alterations In 
the whole aspect of affairs. Tho actual 
situation of tho authorities at Mexico 
City will presently bo revealed.'* 
Powers Gives U. S. Moral Support. 
President Wilson's measago Is unex- 
pectedly brief and closes with the 
statement that several of tho great 
governmonts of tho world havo given 
the United States their generous moral 
support In urging on the provisional 
authorities at Mexico City the ac- 
ceptance of our proffered good oITlces 
In tho spirit in which they -w^ero made. 
The president relates tho circum- 
stances loading up to the Llnd mission 
and all tho facta In connection with It. 
' Text of President's Message. 
The message follows: 
"Gentlemen of tho Congress: It is 
clearly my duty to lay before you very 
fully and without reservation Iho facta 
concerning our prcaont relations with 
tho republic of Mexico. The deplora- 
ble posture of affairs In Mexico I need 
not doacrlbo. but I deem It my duty to 
speak very frankly of what this gov. 
emmont has dono and should seek to 
do In fuinUmont of its obligation to 
Mexico herself, as n friend and neigh- 
bor, and to American citizens whoso 
Uvea and vital Interests are dally af- 
fected by the dlstroflslng condition 
which now obtain beyond our south- 
em border. 

U. 8. a Friend of Mexico. 
"Those conditions touch us very 
nearly. Not merely because they Ho 
at our very doors. That, of course, 
makes us more vividly and moro con- 
stantly conscious of them, and every 
Instinct of neighborly Interest and 
sympathy is aroused and quickened by 
them; but that Is only one element In 
tho determination of our duty. Wo 
are glad to call ourselves tho friends 
of Mexico, and we shall. I hope, havo 
many an occasion, In happier times, as 
well as* In these days of trouble and 
confusion, to show that our friendship 
Is genuine and disinterested, capable 
of sacrifice and very generous maul- 
festatlon. The peace, prosperity, and 
contentment of Mexico mean moro, 
much moro, to us, than merely an en- 
larged field for our commerce and en- 
terprise. ' They mean ah enlargement 
of the field of seU-governmeht and 
tho realization of hopes and rights of 
a nation with whose best nsplrntlons, 
too long suppressed, and. disappointed, 
we deeply, sympathize. Wo shall yet 
prove to the Mexican .people that we 
know how to serve them without first 
thinking how wo shall servo ourselves. 
World Wants Mexican Peace. 
"Dut wo are not the only frlonds 
of Mexico. The wholo world desires 
her peace and progress, and the wholo 
world is interested as never before. 
Mexico lies at last where all the world 
looks on. Central America Is about 
to bo touched by tho great routfes of 
tho worlds' trado and Intercourse run- 
ning, free from ooedn to ocean at the 
,lstbmuB. The future has much la 
store for Mexico, as fpr all the states 
of Central America, but the best gifts 
can como to hor only if she bo ready 
and tree to receive them and to onjoy 
them honorably. America itt particu- 
lar— America, North and South, and 
upon both continents— waits upon the 
development of Mexico; and that de- 
velopment can be sound and lasting 
only, it It bo tho product of a genuine 
freedom, a Just and ordered govern- 
ment founded upon law. Aijd so can 
It bo peaceful and tniltful of tho bene- 
fits: of peace. Mexico .has a grwit and 
tnvlable tiUuro before her, It only sho 



cliooKB Rud atthfh'tho pnUis of honest 
constitutional governmont, 
- ■ ■ rfp Peace Is In Sight. 

"Tho present clrcumstoncca of the 
republic, I d«cply regret to say, do not 
scorn to promlBo oven the' foundationa 
of Buch a peace. Wo havo wiiUlhI many 
months, months full of peril and nnxl- 
ety, for tho conditions there to Im- 
prove, and they havo not Improved. 
They havo grown worse, rather. Tho 
territory in some sort controllfid by 
tho provisional authorities at Mexico 
City has grown amaUor, not larger. 
The prospect of tho pacincatlon of tho 
country, oven by arms, has Hcemcd to 
grow moro and more remote, and Its 
pacification by tho authorltloa nt tlio 
capital Is ovldontly imposslbln by any 
other moans than force. Dlfncultics 
more and more entangle thoBo who 
claim to constitute the logUlmato gov- 
ernment of tho republic. Thoy have 
not made good their claim In fact. 
Their BUccosseB In the field have 
proved only temporary. War nnd dis-. 
order, dovastatlon and confusion, scom 
to threaten to become tho Bettlod for- 
tune of tho distracted country. Ab 
friends wo could wait no longtir for a 
solution which every week seems fur- 
ther away. It was our duty at least 
to volunteer our good oHIcgb — the offer 
to aBsist, If wo might, In orfectlng 
?omo arrangement which would brlug 
relief and peace and sot up a uniform- 
ally acknowledged political authority 
there. 

Tellt of Instructions to Llnd. 
"Accordingly I took the liberty of 
sending the Hon. John Llnd, form'irly 
governor of Minnesota, as my pergon- 
al spokesman and representative to 
the=CIty of Mexico with tho following 
InBtructlons: 

"Press very earnestly upon the at* 
teutlon of those who are now exor- 
cising authority or wielding Infiuence 
In Mexico the following cousldcrntlon 
and advice: 
^'Tho government of tho "Unltod 
states does hot feel at liberty any 
longer to stand Inactively by while it 
becomes dally more and more evident 
that no real progress is being made 
towards tho establishment of a gov- 
ernmont at tho city of Mexico which 
the country will obey and respect. 

"The government of the United 
States does not stand In the same 
case with the other great governments 
of tho world in respect to what Is hap- 
pening or what Is likely to happen in 
Mexico. Wo offer our good oIHces, not 
only becauBO of our genuine desire 
to play the part of a friend, but also 
because wo are expected by the pow- 



ers of the world to act as Mexico's 



nearest friend. 

Acts in Interest of Mexico, 
"Wo wi8h__to act In these circum- 
stances In tlbo spirit of tho most ear- 
nest ahd dlBlntcrosted friendship. It 
Is our purpose in whatever we do or 
propose In this perplexing and dIs* 
tresstng situation not only to pay the 
most scrupulous regard to tho sover- 
eignty and independence of Mexico-^ 
that wo tako as a matter oC course, 
to which wo are bound by every ob- 
ligation of right and honor — but also 
to give every possible evidence that 
wo act In tho Interest of Mexico alone, 
and not In tho Interest of any person 
or body of persons who may have per- 
sonal or property claims In Mexico 
which thoy may feel that they havo 
the right to press. Wo are seeking to 
counsel Mexico for her own good nnd 
In tho Interest of her own peace, and 
not for any other purpose whatever. 

"Tho government of the United 
States would bo itself discredited it 
It had any selflsh or ulterior purpose 
In transactions where tho peace, hap- 
piness and prosperity of a whole peo- 
ple are Involved. It Is acting oa Us 
friendship for Mexico, not as any 
solfish Interest, dictates. 
All America Cries for Settiement, 
"Tho political Bltuatlon In Mexico 
Is Incompatible with the fulfillment 
of International obligations on the 
part I of Mexico, with the civilized de- 
velopment of Mexico herself, and with 
the malntenanco of tolerable political 
and economic conditions in Central 
America. It Is no common occasion, 
therefore, that the United States of- 
fers her counsel and assistance. All 
America cries out for a settloment 

"A satisfactory settlement soomB to 
us to bo conditioned on: (a) An Im- 
mediate cessation of fighting through- 
out Mexico, a definite armistice, sol- 
emnly entered Into and scrupulously 
observed; 

"(b)— Security given for an early 
and freo election In which all will 
agree to tako part 

Huerta Must Not Be Candidate. 
"(c) — ^The consent of General Huer- 
ta to bind himself not to bo a candi- 
date for election as president of tho 
republic at this election; and 

"(d)— Tho agreement of all parties 
to abide by tho results of the election 
and co-oporatloh In the most loyal way 
In organizing and supporting tho new 
administration.*^ 

"The governmont of the United 
States will be glad to play uny part In 
this settlement or In Its carrying out 
which la honorable and consistent 
with International right. It plodgos 
Itsoir to recognlzo and In any way 
proper to asslBt tho administration 
chosen and sot up In Mexico In tho 
wily and on tho conditions suggested. 
Taking all tho existing conditions 
Into consldoratlon tho government of 
the United States can conceive of no 
roaaons sufllclent to Justify those who 
are now attempting to ahapo tho poU 
Icy or exercising, tho authority of Mex- 
IcO'tn decUn'g the ofilcea of frlondsblp 
thus offered. Can Mexico give the civ- 
ilized world a satisfactory roasoa for 
rejecting our good ofllces? . 

Llnd Showed Great Tact. 
Mr. Llnd executed his dellcato and 
difficult mission with singular tact, 
firmness, and madb clear to the au- 
thorities of tho city of Mexico, not 
only tho purpose of his visit, but also 
tho spirit lu which It had been under- 
taken. Biit tho proposal, .lip sab- 



mlttod wore roM^siT-d, iu a iioto, ih« 
full text of which I take tho llbcrt>- 
of laying bcforo you. 

"I am led to bollovo that they wore 
rojoctod partly bacauBo tho authorl- 
tloH at Mexico City had been grossly 
misinformed and misled upon two 
pdintfl. Tlioy did not realize Iho spirit 
of tho American people in this matter, 
their (iurncBt friondllnosB and yet 
sober determination that somo Just ho- 
lutton bo found for the Mexican dlfil. 
cultioBi and they did not beliovo that 
tho present ndministrtion spoke, 
througli Mr. Llnd, for the American 
people. 

. "Mennwhilo, what is It our duty lo 
do? Clearly, everything that wn do 
muHt bo rooted In patience nnd don« 
with calm and dlslntcroRtod delibera- 
tion. Impatienco on our part would 
be childish, nnd would bo frauphlwlth 
every risk of wrong and folly. Wo 
can afford to oxcrclBo the solf-re- 
straint of a really great nation which 
realizes Its own strength and scorns 
to misuse IL It was our duty to otfoi 
our actlvo assistance. It is now our 
duty to Bhow what truo neutrally will 
do to enable tho people of Mexico to 
sot thoir affairs In order again and 
wait for a further opportunity to offei 
our friendly counsels. The door Is not 
closed against the resumption, either 
upon the Initiative of Mexico or upon 
our own, of tho effort to bring order 
out of tho confusion by friendly co- 
operative action, should fortunate oo 
caslon offer. 

Urges Americana to Leave. 
"Wo should earnestly urge all Amer 
leans to leavo Mexico at once, and 
should assist them to get away In 
every way possible. Not bocauso wa 
would moan to slacken In tho least 
our efforts to safeguard their llvoa 
and their Interests, but because It la 
Imperative that they should not take 
any unnecessary risks If It Is physical- 
ly possible for thom to leave the cour- 
try. We should let everyone why 
assumes to oxorclso authority* In anir 
port of Mexico know In tho most un- 
equivocal way that we shall vigilantly 
watch the forluncB of those Ameri- 
cana who cannot got away, and shall 
hold thoso responsible for their But- 
ferlngs and losses to a deflnllo reckon- 
ing. 

Will Remain Neutral. 
^ For tho.rest, I deem It my duty lo 
oxerclso the authority conferrbd upon 
mo by tho law of March 14, 1912, to 
BOO to It that neither sldo to the 
struggle now going on In Mexico re- 
ceive Any asRistanco from this side of 
tho border. I shall follow the best 
practice of nations In tho matter of 
neutrality by forbidding tho exporlft- 
tlon of arms or munitions of war of 
any kind from the United^ States to 
any part of tho republic of Mexico. 

"I am happy to say that several of 
the great governments of tho world 
have given this government their gen- 
erous moral support In urging upon 
tho provlalonal authorities at the city 
of Mexico tho acceptances of (Kir 
proffered good ofilees In the spirit in 
which they were made." 

Gamboa'a Reply to Wilson. 
Washington, Aug, 28— Tho follow- 
ing Is a synopsis of the reply ' of 
Senor Gamboa to tlio proposals of 
tho American governmont conveyed 
through Hon. John Llnd. as transmit- 
ted to congress by tho president: 

In his reply to the American pro- 
posals Senor Gamboa, tho Mexican 
minister of foreign affairs, urges tho 
following points: 

That President Wilson's Imputation 
that no progress la being made to- 
ward the restoration of peace In Mex- 
ico Is not true. 

That the fact tho Mexican govera- 
ment enjoys the recognition of nearly 
all the great nations of tho world Is 
proof thatj It Is a truo and honorable 
administration. 

That tho proposal of an armistice la 
impossible, because nations do not 
propoao armistices with bandits. Tn 
grant- an armistice would bo to rec- 
ognize the bolligeroncy of the rebels. 
That tho request that General Huer^ 
to should not bo a candidate for tho 
proBldency Is "strange and unwarrant^ 

ed." 
That tho election of General Huertn 

was legal. ' 

That tho Amerlcon proposals ara 
"humiliating and unsound." 

That Mexico's ambassador should 
bo received In Mexico and that ths 
Unltod States should send .a new am- 
bassador to Mexico. , I

It Is there- 
fore proposed in Holland to utilize this 
discovery through the establishment 
of large storage warehouses, either 
hot or cold. In which reserves of broad 
shall be accumulated and kept per- 
petually fresh, for use In case of 
such emergencies aa a general wtrlke 
of bakers or a temporary acarclty of 
supplies of grain.
